Zoning Board Gives 
Condos OK, But Not 
Seven Stories 


By John P. Sawyer 


The Zoning Board of Appeals has granted 
a variance allowing the construction of a 
proposed condominium project at 12 Rail- 
road St. — but they would not allow its 
planned 60-foot height and seven stories, or 
its proposed 105 units. 

The proposal, petitioned by Anastasios 
Kalogianis, trustee of A & M Realty Trust, 
requested permission for a project in part 
seven stories high and in part five stories 
high to be located in an Industrial G dis- 
trict. Ninety-two two-bedroom and 13 one- 
bedroom units were planned. 

But the Board, despite recognizing the 
project’s several advantages to the town, 
did not approve of its ‘‘towering height”’ or 
its parking plans, according to the written 
decision. 

It stated, ‘‘Not only is the density too 
great from a parking and traffic point of 
view, but the excessive height was not felt 
to be aesthetically suitable on this lo- 
cus... The Board feels that no adequate pro- 
vision was made on the premises for two- 
car-owner families or for the parking of 
visitors or service vehicles.” 


The Board imposed the following restric- 
tions upon the project, so that it ‘‘could be 
considered in the best interest of the pub- 
lie:”” 

HEIGHT at the easterly front entrance 
shall be no greater than 46 feet. Five stories 
above ground will be allowed, for a total of 
54 feet — which includes provision for the 
top of an elevator well and any fire exit 
door. 

TOTAL units will not exceed 80, of which 
at least 10 will be one-bedroom units. 

AT LEAST 105 parking spaces on the 
property owned by A & M Realty Trust will 
be provided for tenants and guests. An 
arrangement with the M.B.T.A. for additio- 
nal parking will be entered into and contin- 
ued. 

APPEARANCE of the structure will be 
‘much the same as the structure that was 
proposed by the petitioner, only it will be 
two less floors in height.” 

IF petitioner feels it necessary to have a 
greater water supply than a present six-

Dogs Impounded; 
Further Action 
Possible 


Following a charge that two Lovejoy 
Road dogs attacked and killed a neighbor’s 
beagle last month, the selectmen have 
voted to have the dogs removed from their 
owners and impounded. 

The board may vote to take further action 
next Monday, after considering additional 
evidence. 

During a public hearing at Memorial Hall 
Library Monday night, Charles Poor of 
Landau Lane told the selectmen that at 4 
p.m. on Nov. 18, his 25-pound miniature 
beagle was attacked and ‘ripped apart, 
literally’’ by a Doberman and a German 
Shepard. The beagle was unleashed and 
playing with one of the Poor children in 
front of a neighbor’s home, about 100 yards 
from the Poor’s property 

According to Poor and Dog Officer Scott 
McClory, the dogs belong to the O’Connell 
family of nearby Lovejoy Road. 

Poor said the attack was witnessed by 
James Garland of Landau Lane, who was 
not present Monday night, and his two chil- 
dren. When Garland notified Mrs. Poor, she 
picked up the beagle and brought it to the 
Andover Animal Hosptial, where the dog 
died.

Mrs. Poor told the board that after scar- 
ing the two dogs away from her beagle, she 
watched them return ‘directly to the 
O’Connel! home — both dogs.”’ 

Poor called the dogs ‘‘vicious” and said 
that they are “not constrained.”’ He added 
that the dogs had attacked his beagle more 
than a year ago, sending it to the animal 
hospital for three days, ‘‘but I did not make 
an issue of it at that point.”’ 

Other neighbors said they were con- 
cerned about the. dogs, including Malcolm 
Reese of the Carriage Chase Homeowners 
Association, who said it wes “out of place 
to allow large and apparently vicious dogs 
» roam a neighborhood with small chil- 

ren.”’ 

The dog officer said that the O’Connells 
have been cited for leash law and licensing 
violations concerning the two dogs ‘‘on va- 
rious occasions,’’ adding up to 12 citations 
during the past 14 months. He said unpaid 
fines for the citations currently total $290. 

McClory added that there is no evidence

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Samaritans Respond To Holiday Blues 


Are ‘“‘Holiday Blues’’ a myth? Are there more suicides 
between Thanksgiving and New Year’s than at other times of 
the year? Do calls for help, emergency room visits and 
hospital admissions increase dramatically in December? 

According to The Samaritans, the suicide prevention serv- 
ice for the Merrimack Valley, ‘‘Holiday Blues’’ are no myth. 
‘Depression doesn’t life by magic, just because it’s 
Christmas,” says Sally Casper, Samaritan director. In fact, 
the contrast between holiday cheer and inner despair inten- 
sifies the depressed person's feelings that ‘‘I’m all alone, 
there’s something wrong with me, I don’t fit in, my family 
would be better off without me.” 

Samaritan volunteers man the phones round the clock at 
The Samaritans, ready to listen and befriend anyone who 
calls. Since a toll-free line to Lowell was added in September, 
calls have increased to an average of 90 a day. ‘‘Not every 
caller is on the verge of suicide,”’ says Casper. Most callers 
are looking for someone who'll listen. The most common 
problems are family crises, bereavement, breakup of a 
relationship, alcohol and drug abuse, financial worries, di- 
vorce and separation. 


The holidays exaggerate problems that already exist. The 
number of suicides is no higher in December than in other 
months. In fact, it’s slightly lower. The highest number of 
suicides occurs in the spring. ‘“‘When things start to get 
better—that’s the time of greatest risk for suicide,’’ says 
Casper. The feelings of hopelessness that lead to suicide, 
however, are year-round. 

Two special programs of The Samaritans are especially 
alert to holiday despair. At the Essex County Jail and House 
of Correction, inmate “‘Lifeline’’ volunteers are on constant 
watch for signs of suicide risk. At Safe Place, the support 
group for those who have lost someone close through suicide, 
members help each other through times of year that can be 
particularly painful. 

The Samaritans is a new member of the Merrimack Valley 
United Fund. Sixty men and women from the Merrimack 
Valley and Southern New Hampshire donate some of their 
free time to make sure that there is always a Samaritan at the 
end of the line. New volunteers are always needed. Call The 
Samaritans, or write them at 35 Jackson St., Lawrence, MA 
01840, for information about the next training course.

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Recording The History 


Of ‘A Strong Place’ 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The Penacook Indian tribes who lived 
here centuries ago called it Merroh Awke — 
the Strong Place. It has seen the coming of 
the Puritans, farmers and merchants, and 
the coming of immigrants from all over the 
world. It was once transformed into a capie 
tal of industry — an era long dead, but still 
influencing our lives. And it is today fight- 
ing to become a strong place once again. 

It is the valley of the Merrimack River, 
and Paul Hudon, assistant curator of the 
Merrimack Valley Textile Museum, has 
captured its long and rich history in a new 
book, The Valley and Its Peoples, an illus- 
trated history of the lower Merrimack. 

Published by Windsor Publications of 
Woodland Hills, Calif., the book will appear 
in local bookstores this week. More than 200 
pages, it includes more than 150 historic 
and contemporary photographs, paintings 
and maps, with 16 pages of color photos. 

Museum librarian Helena Wright re- 
searched and compiled the photographs for 
the book, and museum director Thomas

Leavitt contributed a chapter of local busi- 
ness biographies, ‘‘including small compa- 
nies like Macartney’s and big companies 
like Wang,” Hudon explains. 

The author has worked at the textile 
museum for the past five years. Until last 
year, he was responsible for developing 
educational programs; today he is in 
charge of caring for the museum’s exhibits. 
Hudon also taught at Merrimack College 
from 1967 to 1975. 

A Lowell native, he is a graduate of St. 
Joseph’s High School in Lowell, Boston 
College and Georgetown University, where 
he received both an M.A. and a Ph.D. (‘‘a 
throughly papist education,”’ he jokes.) Hu- 
don is unmarried and lives in North And- 
over. 

Dressed in a plaid shirt, sweater and 
overalls, Hudon is dark-haired and bearded. 
He speaks softly and seriously about his 
book, which he began researching and writ- 
ing two years ago. It is his first book, 
although he has published a number of

articles in history and museum publica- 
tions. 

The project began when the publisher 
approached the museum, he explains. 
Windsor Publications ‘‘has been doing a

number of local histories throughout the 
country,’’ seeking local sponsorship for 
each book. In this case, the textile museum 
provided its own talent to produce the histo- 
ry as well as help promote it. 

‘It was an appealing proposition because 
I’m a historian, and I’m from the area,”’ 
Hudon says. ‘‘And also, I thought it might 
be helpful for people to think about regional 
solutions — we're so used to thinking of 
State solutions and federal solutions to 
problems, when the people who know the 
problems and understand them are right 
here.”’ 

Hudon’s eight chapters (Leavitt's bio- 
graphies comprise the ninth chapter, 
“Partners in Progress’) begin with the 
Indians (‘The Strong Place’’) and end with 
a look forward (‘‘Finding the Future’). But 
he emphasizes that the book does not follow 
a straight narrative line. 

‘I couldn’t follow one narrative line, be- 
cause there are too many,’’ he explains. 
‘Instead, I took a more analytic approach. 
I would like people to read one chapter at a 
time. Each chapter is intended to be its 
own, complete story.”’ 

Hudon’s research took him to a variety of 
places: the University of Lowell, the Socie- 
ty for the Preservation of New England 
Antiquities in Boston, and historical socie- 
ties in communities throughout the area, 
including Andover and Newburyport. He 
also relied on a great deal of published 
research — ‘‘there’s been a lot done on the 
Lowell mill girls recently’’ — and on the 
textile museum’s impressive resources. 

But his ‘‘happiest find’’ came from the 
Haverhill Public Library, which boasts ‘‘a 
great local history collection.” It is the 
unpublished diary of Isaac Watts Merrill, a 
Haverhill shoemaker and farmer who lived 
from 1803 to 1878. 

In the diarist’s ‘‘six thick volumes,”’ Hu- 
don found ‘‘a fascinating document about 
what life was like in this valley one hundred 
years ago. It covers everything from per- 
sonal relations to the weather — there’s lots 
about weather, and lots on prices, how 
much it cost to live. There’s some politics, 
mostly local politi¢s, but it mentions two 
presidents, Jackson and Lincoln.’’ 

His history actually includes very little of 
the diary, Hudon says, and he would like to

tury music. Enhanced by the Christmas decora- 
tions created by the Andover Garden Club, the 
exhibit will be on view in rooms throughout the 
house. 

Each mini-exhibit features a different musical 
theme, the instruments and articles related to that 
the music and the music itself on tape.

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Planners Agree Clustering Plan 


Would Be Beneficial To Town

After reviewing plans for three proposed cluster devel- 
opments recently, Planning Board members appeared satis- 
fied that clustering those subdivisions might benefit the 
town. 


After reviewing plans for three proposed cluster devel- 
opments last week, Planning Board members appeared satis- 
fied that clustering those subdivisions might benefit the town. 
* The planners recently became concerned that developers 
were seeking special permits to cluster without showing how 
a cluster would be to the town’s advantage — and decided that 
developers should offer good reasons for their cluster propo- 
sals. 

Cluster developments consist of smaller house lots than 
zoning laws allow, usually grouped around a cul-de-sac, with 
permanent open space in the area deeded to the town. 

‘The idea of a cluster design is that you can design it so that 
everything fits the way it should,’’ engineer Paul Ferrante of 
Dana F. Perkins Associates told the planners last Tuesday. 
‘You get the most you can out of¢the land.’’ Dana F. Perkins 
has drawn plans for each of the three developments now under 
review. 

Engineering consultant James Rand of Tilton Lane, speak- 
ing as a private citizen, added, ‘Cluster development is a 
development with the land, as opposed to trying to change the 
land to suit the subdivision. If it’s done correctly, you get a 
better plan.” 

Ferrante added that home buyers seem to prefer cluster 
developments. ‘People like them because you create small 
neighborhoods. People would rather be on a cul-de-sac (than a 
regular roadway).” 

At the planning board’s request, Ferrante and engineer 
Arthur Fosse last week brought in alternative plans for the 
three subdivisions, showing how the land could be developed 
into conventional one-acre lots. 

The planners were most concerned with plans for Sherborne 
Park, to be located on a 25-acre parcel between Gray and 
Salem streets, where previous subdivisions have already left 
open space. 

A clustered subdivision would include 22 house lots and 
approximately seven acres of open space, according to Fer- 
rante; a conventional development would include 20 lots, no 
open space, and an additional 450 feet of roadway, which the 
town would eventually have to maintain. 

The open space would include wetlands, but land ‘‘dry 
enough to walk on,”’ the engineer said. ‘‘We would not disturb 
the wetlands — the entire area would stay undeveloped.” And 
he said it would link the existing open spaces into one large 
green area. 

Planner Paul Curley said it seemed that for Sherborne 
Park, a cluster design would be ‘‘much more desirable’ than 
a conventional design. 

Ferrante’s presentation ‘‘begins to justify in our minds that 
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cons of approving clusters for the next two proposed subdivi- 
sions.

The engineer emphasized that clustering 
would save much of the landscape. ‘‘We’re 
trying to protect the natural features of the 
land. It would be a shame to have to disturb 
it.” 

Fosse added that the area features ‘‘some 
of the most beautiful trees I’ve ever seen. 
We would plan to save as many trees as 
possible.”’ 

However, the planner’s legal counsel is 
still researching one point: would zoning 
laws allow the open space to be located 
across River Road from the houses, as the 
plan calls for? Community Development 
and Planning Director Jonathan Gilmore 
indicated that that plan is ‘‘probably not in 
violation of zoning.” 

The third proposed subdivision, Clear- 
view Acres, would be built on a 17-acre site 
off Blanchard Street near the Tewksbury 
town line. 

With a cluster development, the subdivi- 
sion would include 21 lots, all located in 
Andover, and about five acres of open space 
— some of it located in Tewksbury. 

With acre-lots, there would be 20 houses, 
12 of them in Andover and the rest in 
Tewksbury. The amount of roadway located 
in Andover would be the same with either 
design, 

Gilmore indicated that according to an 
‘informal legal opinion’, there would be 
“no problem if Andover owns open land in 
Tewksbury.” 

A cluster development would allow the 
developer to preserve an existing wooded 
area, leaving it as a buffer between the new 
homes and a nearby piggery, Ferrante 
noted. 

The deadline for planning board approval 
of preliminary plans for all three subdivi- 
sions has been extended to Dec. 15. The 
deadline for granting a special permit to 
cluster in each case is Jan. 7

Stating that a higher tax rate for business and 
industry would only hurt Andover homeowners 
down the road, the selectmen last week voted 
unanimously to keep a single tax rate for all prop- 
erty-owners in town. 

Assessor William Russell estimated that next 
year’s rate will be approximately $20 per $1,000 of 
valuation. The current rate is $19.50. 

Since the advent of 100 percent revaluation, state 
law on tax classification of property allows commu- 
nities to assess commercial, industrial and person- 
al property at a higher rate than residential 
property and open space. 

According to examples Russell presented to the 
selectmen during a public hearing at Fown Hall last 
Wednesday night, classification could change the 
$20 tax rate to one as low as $17.87 for a residential — 
property and $13.40 for open space, and as high as 
$26.85 for commercial, industrial and personal 
property. 

That would represent an 11 percent savings for 
residential property-owners and a 33 percent sav- 
ings for owners of open space. Industrial, commer- 
cial and personal property-owners, however, would 
face a 32 percent increase. 

The selectmen chose to follow the same course 
they took last year, when the question first arose, 
and leave the tax rate at one figure for everyone. 

Selectman William Dalton explained his feelings 
on classification: faced with higher taxes, he the- 
orized, “the commercial and industrial sector 
would either raise prices or lose profit — and either 
one passes the burden onto the consumer.” 

4 Higher taxes could also cost jobs, the selectman 
added, and create ‘‘an atmosphere of dis-incentive 
for industry to move into Andover.” He noted that 
Andover competes to get — and keep — industry not

only with other Massachusetts communities, but 
with southern New Hampshire as well. 

“If one company decides not to move into And- 
over, we’ve lost a tax benefit,’’ he said. 

Dalton also said a lower residential tax rate could 
make Andover more attractive to home-buyers and 
drive real estate prices up, making it ‘‘more expen- 
sive to buy a house in Andover. 

“To adopt classification is very short-sighted,”’ 
Dalton said. ‘‘It’s long-term effect could be to cost 
jobs and make it more difficult to buy a house in 
Andover. I don’t think we should adopt it.” 

Chairman Norma Gammon said she was con- 
cerned that ‘‘Main Street’’ — small downtown busi- 
nesses — might be unable to afford a higher tax 
rate. 

And she agreed with Dalton that the effect on 
industry would be negative. ‘‘We’ve spent a lot of 
time and money putting aside industrial areas, and 
these are the areas that are going to be hit hard,” 
the chairman said. ‘‘I don’t want the money we've 
spent in the past to get thrown away now.” 

Finance and Budget Director Anthony Torrisi 
told the board that although the total amount of 
taxes paid by commercial and industrial property- 
owners has decreased since 100 percent revalua- 
tion, most commercial owners are paying more 
taxes now. 

Torrisi said that 70 percent of all commercial 
property-owners and more than 70 percent of all

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industrial owners ‘“‘had a property tax increase 
between 1981 and 1982. Only 30 percent, the larger 
industries, had a decrease.’’ 

‘We are concerned about the small businesses 
and industry, not the large ones,” Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony added. Choosing classification “‘to 
get at the big ones” would only “hurt the ones that 
need the most protection,’ he indicated.

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Group Moving Toward Resolve 
Of Vandalism, Racial Problems

More questions were raised than answers 
given Tuesday night, but Andover is one 
step closer towards having a committee to 
deal with vandalism and racial prejudice in 
town. 

‘There have been some problems — suf- 
fering in quiet,’’ said Robert E. McKinley, 
10 Nancy Circle, a representative of black 
parents in Andover. 

A group of community leaders — maybe 
25 or more — gathered in a conference 
room in town hall at the urging of School 
Committee Chairman Richard Neal. Neal 
came up with the idea in the aftermath of a 
recent spray-paint, graffiti-vandalism inci- 
dent at the high school. 

Some of that graffiti had racial over- 
tones. 

Schools Superintendent Dr. Kenneth Sei- 
fert said one black high school student was 
afraid to return to Andover High after the 
incident. 

Seifert, like the others present Tuesday, 
maintained a committee is needed where 
people can air-out racially-related prob- 
lems. 

‘Suffering in silence is inappropriate,”’

said the superintendent. ‘ 

But what kind of a committee should it 
be, and who should be members? What 
authority will the group have? How can you 
change people’s attitudes towards minori- 
ties? 

These were just some of the questions 
raised. 

Eleven community leaders present 
agreed to form a steering committee, head- 
ed by Rev. Gary Cornell, pastor of the 
United Church in Ballardvale, to work out 
the details of a vandalism-racial prejudice 
committee. 

Andover does have its problems. 

One black parent in town drives her child 
to school because of a racially-related prob- 
lem, according to McKinley. He said a 
police cruiser one night twice checked the 
front of a bank when a black citizen was 
there to do banking business. He asked if 
that would have happened to a white per- 
son? 

McKinley explained that racial prejudice 
in Andover is ‘“‘not unbearable, but yes, it 
does happen in subtle ways.’’ He added that 
blacks must also take the responsibility of 
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Parking lot off High Street available for holiday shoppers 


participating more in town affairs. 

Neal said most of us have been ‘‘insu- 
lated’’ in our upbringing and need an ‘‘edu- 
cation’ on what it’s like to be a minority 
member. 

He said the primary thrust of the commit- 
tee to be formed should be to increase the 
sensitivity of the schools and the commu- 
nity as a whole to what minority groups 
face. The committee, he explained, should 
be a vehicle through which minorities can 
come forward with problems and make 
changes. 

Neal’s idea would be separate commit- 
tees for the school and for the community 
at large. He said the school system could 
sponsor programs on vandalism and preju- 
dice. 

Anne Maher, high school student coun- 
cilor, noted steps are already being taken 
by students to cut down on the vandalism 
problem. School restrooms are being paint- 
ed with special paint that resists writing, 
and a visit is planned to Lawrence High to 
check out their program on vandalism. 

At West Junior High, a student vandalism 
watch committee regularly tours the school 
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Parking Made Available

Center Association, is a ‘‘very generous and 
kindly’’ gesture on the part of Lally. 

With road construction in Elm Square 
combining with the Usual parking crunch 
this year, Lally’s generosity should make 
things a little easier for a lot of shoppers 


to spot vandalism and correct it. The princi- 
pal of that school and two students attended 
Tuesday to explain their program. 

Seifert said a peer review board for van- 
dalism is needed in each school, along with 
a Satellite court program, in which circuit 
judges would come to the schools for prob- 
lems that require legal action. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony ex- 
plained that the town is implementing a fair 
housing board and a policy on minority 
contracting. He said the town has also 
talked to the Justice Department about 
programs for town and school officials. 

Neal noted, however, that while pro- 
grams could be established, people’s atti- 
tudes towards problems such as vandalism 
and prejudice are difficult to deal with. 

McKinley maintained the clergy can do 
more about changing people’s attitudes 
than the police department can. He said the 
clergy has the responsibility to address 
community problems from the pulpit. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman agreed with 
that, and added there should be a student 
exchange program with Lawrence High so 
that white and minority pupils have a great- 
er opportunity to interact. 

Director of Community Services Joan 
Pearson said the exchange program should 
take place on the elementary school level, 
and she added that cable television might - 
bring the opportunity to develop programs 
on community problems. 

Police Chief James Johnson noted an 
invitation should be extended to Phillips 
Academy to have a representative on the 
soon-to-be-formed vandalism-racial preju- 
dice committee. He said police often have 
difficulty investigating vandalism-racial in- 
cidents because statements are often made 
about what will happen to the individuals

Saturday’s Santa Claus parade was, as has been 
custom, a fine performance and representative of 
the tremendous effort put into the annual affair by 
the Andover Firefighters.

Sid is with the Aleppo Temple Mounted Patrol 
and whenever the unit marched, Sid was generally 
up front as Flag Bearer, proudly guiding his stately 
steed along the parade route. 

Confined to his home on Argilla Road due to 
illness, Sid hasn’t been able to enjoy the once-che- 
rished opportunity to exercise his Palomino 
through his grounds which surround the historic 
family homestead with its acreage stretching over 
to Andover street. 

A few weeks ago, I had the opportunity to stop in 
and say hello to Sid on a Sunday morning with Phil 
Wormwood, retired Andover High school principal 
and Donald Green, a friend of Sid’s. 

While he tires quickly, and is limited in 
movement, he remains sharp in his knowledge of 
Andover and its people, informing the small gather- 
ing about the Wormwood family and their Lowell 
Junction heritage. 

My own thoughts were centered on how Sid would 
still love to be standing before a town meeting 
microphone admonishing the town for some action 
he felt unjustified, or supporting a cause to which 
he was dedicated, often swaying the gathering to 
his side. 

The retired farmer, who serwed on several town 
boards including selectmen before and after the 
manager charter, public works and planning, never 
shirked from an issue, regardless of whether he 
was on the popular side or not, presenting his views 
in that deep, resonant voice. 

While he was well known, due to his community 
involvement at the governmental level, he was 
always asked to identify himself by the town meet- 
ing moderator, which sometimes afforded an op- 
portunity to inject a little humor into an otherwise 
serious dissertation. As an example, he was re- 
minded once to give his name for the benefit of 
those who may not know him and he responded, 
‘Sidney P. White, the P stands for pest, and I won’t 
talk long.”’ 

Town meeting was his favorite forum and 
through it he accomplished some things through 
tenacity rather than tact. 

For instance he wanted a leash law in town, 
aimed, among other considerations at protecting 
the ducks and geese in his pond across from his 
Andover Street dairy bar. 

He lost on his first trip to the forum, but came 
back to a later town meeting with a revised animal 
control law, which passed and is now on the books. 
While there were other issues, carrying with them 
considerable monetary consequences for the town, 
the leash law and Sid White were obviously the 
central theme.

WASHINGTON -- Con- 
gress has convened for its 
lame-duck session, and the 
lawmakers have plenty of 
work to do. They left major 
appropriations bills hanging. 
There’s President* Reagan’s 
dense-pack plan for the MX 
missiles to consider. And the 
legislators will have the 
nickel-a-gallon gasoline-tax 
increase to worry about. 

But don’t feel too sorry 
for the members of 
Congress. Many of them 
returned to Washington fair- 
ly well rested. They spent 
the month following Elec- 
tion Day gallivanting around 
the world at taxpayers’ 
expense. 

The official phrase for 
these traveling vacations is 
“working trips.” We prefer 
to call them “junkets.” Here 
are just a few examples: 

- Sen. Robert Dole, R- 
Kan., visited Moscow and 
Geneva. Reps. James Broy- 
hill, R-N.C., John Breaux, b. 
La., Doug Bereuter, R-Neb., 
and Bill Frenzel, R-Minn., 
made the same trip. 

A grand tour was 
arranged for members of 
the House Judiciary 
Committee. The travelers 
wanted to study the interna- 
tional narcotics problem, so 
they visited the Philippines, 
Hong Kong, Thailand, Egypt 
and Turkey. Then they 
stopped off in Rome. Why 
Rome? A committee spokes- 
man explained that after all 
that time on the road, the

congressmen simply needed 
time off in Rome to recu- 
perate. 

-- Rep. Gregory Carman, 
R-N.Y., probably deserves 
this season’s prize for world- 
class junketeering. He decid- 
ed last summer to retire 
from Congress. Lame ducks 
are forbidden to travel at 
government expense after 
Election Day, but Carman 
still managed to squeeze in 
one last fling. He visited 
Japan, Korea, China, Swit- 
zerland and France -- and 
made it back home just a 
few days before Election 
Day. 

UNCLE SAM’S 
SURPLUS: During this holi- 
day season, millions of 
Americans are down and out 
and will be having their 
meals in soup kitchens. But 
even the soup kitchens have 
been hard hit. They are 
managed by private chari- 
ties whose resources are 
stretched to the limit. 

But consider this: The fed- 
eral government has so 
much surplus food that 
much of it rots before it can 
be eaten. Our staff has con- 
ducted an _ investigation. 
Here are their findings: 

The government has more 
than 400 million pounds of 
surplus butter in its 
warehouses. A lot of it is 
turning rancid. Confidential 
sources say it costs about 
$300,000 a day just to keep 
all this surplus butter in 
storage. 

Uncle Sam has twice as 
much cheese as butter -- 800 


million pounds. Then there’s 
milk. Millions of children 
need milk, but the govern- 
ment is sitting on one billion 
pounds of it in dry form. 

The government’s bins are 
also overflowing with grain, 
rice, sugar, peanuts. There is 
even a 35-million-pound sur- 
plus of honey. 

Why has all this food piled 
up? There is no easy answer. 
The federal government 
tried to give away cheese 
and butter to the poor. But it 
was left to the states to dis- 
tribute the food, and many 
of them didn’t have the mon- 
ey to pay the cost of giving it 
away. 

Meanwhile, federal offi- 
cials are studying the idea of 
unloading surplus food on 
food-stamp recipients. But 
that still leaves the problem 
of distributing the food from 
government warehouses to 
the needy. 

So Uncle Sam continues to 
sit on tons of slowly rotting 
food, while too many Ameri- 
cans are going hungry. 

ET TU, BOWSHER?: We 
have often praised the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office for 
its efforts to expose waste in 
the federal government. 
Right now, for example, the 
auditors are investigating 
reports that a former Veter- 
ans Administration official 
frequently flew first class 
when he could have traveled 
cheaper. 

Now we are saddened to 
report that the GAO sleuths 
ought to be taking a look at 
their own boss, Charles

Bowsher. It seems he also 
likes to fly in eomfort.

Since the nineteenth century, the cities 
and towns of the Merrimack Valley — the 
river itself — have been dominated by in- 
dustry. It is industry, Hudon says, that ‘‘has 
put the biggest stamp on our lives.” 

The valley was at the very center of 
America’s Industrial Revolution, because 
the river's falls and dams generated the 
power to run giant textile mills. Soon labor- 
ers were drawn here from all over the 
nation, all over the world, and what Hudon 
calls *‘a permanent working class” was 
born. (The immigrants are still coming, he 
notes — no longer English and Italian, but 
now Hispanic and Southeast Asian.) 

Francis Cabot Lowell, a Newburyport 
merchant, gave the country its first power 
loom in 1813 — “putting the American tex-

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fact illegal for British textile mechanics to 
emigrate to the United States. 

But during a tour of England in 1810, 
“ostensibly for his health,’’ Cabot watched 
a power loom in operation, ‘‘and he was 
able to remember enough to put one togeth- 
er’’ back at home, Hudon says. ‘‘The suc- 
cess of that piece of engineering led to the 
creation of the town of Lowell, named to 
honor him, in 1826.”’ The first Lowell textile 
mills were built in 1822 in what was then 
Chelmsford. 

One consequence of the coming of indus- 
try has been ‘‘the domination of the eco- 
nomic part of our lives,’’ Hudon says — a 
consequence he believes we still live with 
today. He points to current efforts to repeal 
the Sunday ‘‘blue laws”’ handed down by our 
Puritan forefathers. 

‘‘Everyone talks as though striking down 
the blue laws is some sort of victory against 
the Puritans,” he says. ‘“‘But has anybody 
noticed that they’re all dead? We should see 
it for what it means for our future — and 
what it means, once again, is the domi- 
nance of economics. It means that religion 
has become pro forma — not for people as 
individuals, but for our society.” 

Hudon’s book describes more than the 
economic and industrial history of the area: 
He writes about politics, the labor 
movement, technology, entertainment, lit- 
erature. 

“There are quite a few literary figures 
from the area — it’s surprising,’’ he says. 
‘‘T suppose the biggest gun was Thoreau. He 
was from Concord, but I snuck him in 
there,’’ he says with a smile. 

‘But he really was part of the valley — 
the Concord river flows into the Merri- 
mack. I think he belongs, very much so.”’ 
The Concord philosopher’s lifetime, 1817 to 
1862, spanned what Hudon finds ‘‘a very 
exciting period in American history.”’ 

And there was Jack Kerouac of Lowell, 
the ‘‘beat generation’’ poet who wrote five 
novels about life in Lowell, ‘‘and none gets 
the attention that On The Road gets. That 
gives us a pretty warped idea of who Ker- 
ouac was, and I think it says more about us 
than it says about him.”’ 

Robert Frost ‘‘spent some early years in 
Lawrence, but he is not a writer of this 
place’; John Greenleaf Whittier of Hav- 
erhill exemplified the ‘‘writer as reform- 
ist,’’ but concentrated on the abolition of 
slavery — and was ‘‘strangely silent’’ on 
the plight of factory workers; novelist John 
Marquand of Newburyport became one of 
the ‘‘half-dozen most highly-paid writers in 
the country, earning $10 million from his 
writings’; Anne Bradstreet became the 
nation’s first poet in the early 1600s. 

A most significant part of the valley’s 
history, a part that Hudon says has been 
‘‘lost,”’ is the Merrimack’s role as a fron- 
tier, ‘‘the legal frontier of Massachusetts. 
So these towns were something like out- 
posts of the Puritan ethic here in the (En- 
glish) colonies.’’ Thus the valley’s people 


manned ‘“‘the frontline against the French.” 
When the English arrived here in 1630, 
they found the Pawtucket and Pentucket

tribes, part of the 
semi-nomadic huntergyand farmers. The 
Indians offered no or, ed resistance. 

“Their leader, Passaconawy (‘Child of 
the Bears’) believed that resistance was 
futile,’’ Hudon says, ‘‘and through his life, 
which was a long one, he repeated his ad- 
vice to his people not to make war with 
England.”’ 

But the French were able to enlist some 
Indians in their war against the English, 
and the settlers’ most embattled years 
were the 1690s, when Indian raids raged 
“‘all up and down the valley, through And- 
over, Chelmsford, Haverhill, Billerica.” 
Those were the years when England and 
France were at war in Europe, ‘‘and when 
they were at war in Europe, they were at 
war everywhere.” 

The valley has been inhabited for 8,000 
years, but Hudon notes quietly that ‘‘it 
seems we, in a sense, dog’t live in this place 
anymore. We live in some sort of a cultural 
cloud. There’s a lot here that people don’t 
see. 

And at the center there is still the Strong 
Place, the Merrimack. “‘It’s a beautiful 
river,’’ the historian says. ‘‘And probably 
no one has looked at that river in the same 
way the Penacooks did since.”’

The 
subsequent glazing fills the holes so that, 
when the piece is held to the light, a fragile, 


lacey design appears. 


Porcelain in the rice grain style was 
produced in China starting in the early 18th 
century for both the Chinese and western 


markets. 


The pierced work technique was a long- 
negiected area of study among Chinese 
porcelains. However, this is no longer the 
case due to scholarly research efforts on 
the part of Mrs. Butler and others.

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Chritmas, A Time Of J Oy, 
Also A Time For Caution

Christmas is a special time of the year — a season of giving. 

But, unfortunately, it’s also a time when homeowners and 
storeowners alike must be particularly cautious of those who 
may wish to take what is not theirs. 

Shoplifting and house break-ins increase during the holiday 
weeks, and while a criminal’s desire and ability to commit a 
crime is out of anyone’s control, his opportunity to do so can 
be thwarted, according to Patrolman Joseph Ouellette, crime 
prevention officer for the Andover Police Department. 

One reason burglaries rise during December and January, 
he said, is because homeowners leave cash — intended to be 
used for Christmas presents — in the house. Often both 
parents work, and the children are off at school, making their 
home a possible target for a house break during the daytime 
hours, when most breaks occur. 

Ouellette advises to spend Christmas money promptly and 
not leave it hanging around the house too long. Find a safe 
place to put your cash — not in the top drawer or under the 
mattress, where a burglar isJikely to look first. 

Cutting down on house breaks can be accomplished when 
neighbors keep in touch and keep a watch on each other's 
property — particularly those people who are home and not 
working during the day, according to Ouellette. He said if a 
person appears in someone’s backyard or a suspicious car is 
sited, ‘‘Don’t wait — call the (police) station right away.”’ 

Too many people feel they don’t want to bother the police or 
think the information they have is insignificant, but it’s the 
job of the police to help, and you can help by providing 
whatever information you have. Often bits of information fit 
together like a puzzle and aid police in solving a crime, 
Ouellette noted.

HALF of all shoplifters are actually taken to court and 
prosecuted. 

NINE out of ten return to the same store to commit the 
crime again, if they were successful there the first time.

The Dasa Corporation (OTC) Andover has completed a new offering of five million 
unregistered shares, according to an announcement by William W. Sherrill, chairman.

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More Staff, Materials Needed 
For School Language Programs 


By John P. Sawyer 


Reports to the school committee last 
week on the foreign language and language 
arts programs revealed budget implica- 
tions of a need for funding more staff and 
educational materials. 

As budget-making time approaches, and 
the constraints of Proposition 2% still ap- 
ply, Chairman Richard Neal noted in a 
lighthearted yet genuine manner that pro- 
gram reports always recommend more 
money is needed. He said he understood the 
requests, but at the same time wished pro- 
gram reports would include a section on 
how savings could be realized. 

To continue an improvement in quality 
education in Andover, he said, the subject 
of savings must be addressed. 

Reports on the foreign language and lan- 
guage arts ptograms included both 
strengths and weaknesses and recommen- 
dations on how to improve the programs. 

LANGUAGE ARTS: 

Program Advisor Kathleen Scanlon ap- 
plauded the success of the teaching of basic 
skills and writing, but she also reported the 
1982 median SAT score of seniors dropped 
some 20 points. 

She said staff are working on how to 
improve students’ SAT scores and are con- 
sidering establishing a mini-course on SAT 
preparation. 

Scanlon recommended the school com- 
mittee support a low student-teacher ratio, 
summer workshops for developing an inter- 
disciplinary learning curriculum, funds for 
Xeroxing of materials by teachers. 

Her report also says funds are needed for 
the restoration of aide time at the elemen- 
tary level, a summer workshop to revise 
snelling lists for grades 3-6 and write alter- 
nate post tests for comprehension, clerical 
and technical assistance for the AIRS (And- 
over’s Individualized Reading System) 
Ware project, restoration of secretarial 
time to program advisors, the addition of a 
teacher aide at the high school. 

The reports continues with requests for 
funds for speaking/listening materials, tra- 
ditional school reading texts for grades 4-6 
and grammar texts for grades 3-6, comput- 
er hardware and software, Phase 4 updat- 
ing of individualized reading and literature 
books, grades 7-9 vocabulary texts, grade 8 
literature selections, a word processor for 
the writing lab.

BMoeoeesesesese 
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Buildings May Be Spared 


Two Andover buildings that recently 
seemed destined for demolition may still 
have a chance for survival, the town man- 
ager indicated Monday night. la 

The selectmen recently agreed to tear 
down a small town garage on Iceland Road, 
off Lowell Street, because it is too small 
and too decrepit for town use. And the 
board agreed that unless a buyer could be 
found for the CLASS building on River 
Road, it would meet the same fate. 

But this week, Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony said a neighbor of the Iceland Road 
structure would like to buy the building for 
$50, move it onto his two-acre property and 
renovate it into a garage. Mahony said that 
seemed like a good idea, especially since 
the building would not have to be moved 
along public roads, and the board agreed. 

The CLASS building — the former North 
School — presents a more difficult prob- 
lem: It needs a new sewer system, but the 


lot couid only be tied into the town’s sewer 
system at great expense, and the land is 
unsuitable for a septic system. 


The manager said he has delayed putting 
the building up for sale, as the selectmen 
had_requested, because the sewer problem 
is ‘insoluble.’ In the meantime, he added, 
it has been ‘‘battened down for the winter.”’ 


Mahony said he would recommend that 
the building not be sold — unless the Great- 
er Lawrence Regional Vocational Techni- 
cal School, located across the street, would 
like to buy it, move it onto school property 
and let students renovate it. 


‘It would be a real learning experience,”’ 
the manager noted, adding, ‘‘I would rather 
spend money to help (the Voke school) 
move it than tear it down.”’ 

However, if the school is not interested in 
moving the building, the town’s only alter- 
native will be demolition, Mahony said.
